T H A T Y O U T H N O M O R E B E D I S I L L U S I O N E D . 
One of the results of the present p< r¡ocl of uncertainty 
and confusion ma y eventually he a sounder and more real j 
istic educational system in the I nited States. 
The recent report of the Social Studies Commission of j 
the American Historical Association calls for such cha ng e, 
and demonstrates that some educators, at least, are a wa re 
of our need for a method of tea ching which will really tell 
pupils what kind of world they are inhabiting. 
For instance, the report urges that school children be 
taught to study their own communities in a realistic ma n­ 
ner 
It suggests that they look into “ the inefficiencies, 
the corruptions, the tensions, the conflicts, the contradic 
lions, and the injustices of the a g e,’’ in addition to “ the 
materia: and spiritual potentialities implicit, in ma n’s ma s­ 
tery of natural forces.“ 
One need only compare that program with the general 
custom at present to see what a cha ng e it would involve. 
Nowa da y s the youngster in the grade school nr the high 
school learns all the theories of democratic government 
perfectly. He is shown how our American system is meant 
to work— how it would work tomorrow, if it could be set 
down in a vacuum, free from the stresses and tensions of 
everyday life. 
Then, after a while, he finishes his schooling and goes 
out into the world— and discovers that his teachers didn’t 
tip him off to the real wa y in which things get done. 
He finds that they forgot to tell him anything about 
ward politics, about the devious business of' city contracts 
and “ honest g ra ft,” about the power 
that 
predatory 
wealth can exercise in government, about the favors and 
dpals and compromises through which polities -■ common­ 
ly run. 
He has to discover those things for himself; the diseov- 
try usually comes as a shock, and the contrast of reality 
with the ideal he studied in school is so distressing that 
the youngster is likely to conclude that politics is a dirt;, 
business in which a g entlema n will not dabble. 
The natural result is that politics remains the happy 
hunting ground of those whose scruples are less sensitive 
— and we go on having our Ta mma ny Halls, our Va r” 
machines and our Huey Longs. 
Nothing could help the country more than an 
educa ­ 
tional revolution that would teach pupil, about the world 
as it really exists.

The .job of the. scientist, say s Secretary of Agriculture 
Henry W allace in a recent Scientific American, is not fin­ 
ished when he has handed the world a new discovery . He 
ought to be prepared to insist th at his discovery be used 
to benefit mankind. 
The secretary 's rem a rk is not a new complaint, but 
since it is one that has been consistently ignored for many 
decades, it is worth while to stop and have anoth er look 
at it. 
“ Instead of complacent after-dinner speeches in sw eep­ 
ing defense of science,” say s Mr. W allace, “ 1 should like 
to find our more articulate scientists insisting that 
benefactions of science be used onh in way s that 
plainly in the general welfare, 
“ It would b*1 encouraging to find, among scientist 
ery where, some evidence of honest indignation at the 
the gifts of science have been turned against society 
therefore against science itself.” 
It takes only a very little thought to reveal w hat 
secretary is talking about. 
Brilliant men, for example, discover the secret of flight, 
and enable men to soar through the air like birds; and so 
far the chief result has been to m ake w a r infinitely more 
horrible and to include women and children on its casual­ 
ty lists. 
Other brilliant men devise way s of enabling man to in* 
crease 
imm easurably his capacity to produce 
useful 
things. 
As a result, a few men get very rich, while a 
great depression sweeps down on the land and million- of 
men are unable to get jobs of any description. 
Still other brilliant men make it possible for voices and 
music, to be sent hundreds of miles through the 
a i r ; and 
we get, accordingly , a mass of trivialities, banalhie*, and 
stupidities th row n at our firesdes every night in a volume 
to m ake the angels veep. 
You could cite many 
more examples, but these are 
enough to show that th*3 secretary was quite ju tided in 
making his protest. 
W e have today enough marvelous invention.- to turn 
the earth into a fruitful and idy llic garden spot. 
If \v< 
ever learn how to use them sensibly we can do exactly 
that.
